Bs pwaSTROUS BLAZE AT LINESVILLF, PA. 


Wousxecox, Mich., May 16. — (Special.)— 
Twenty blocks of business buildings and resi- 
in the heart of Muskegon were de- 
stroyed by fire today. At 2:30 o’clock p. m. 
flames broke out in Langwell’s livery barn 
on Clay avenue, just back of the Lang- 
well Hotel, formeriy the Cummings House. 
The building, which was an old 
frame structure, was soon ablaze, 
and fying sparks and burning shingles carried 
by the strong north wind almost at once set 
fire to the roofs of a score of old tinderboxes 
in the immediate vicinity. Soon all the dis- 
tance between Pine and Spring streets had 
been traversed and then the fire settled down 
to a southerly course and continued between 
Spring and Pine streets to eat up everything 


that lay in its path. 


Men in broadcloth labored side by side with 
-workingmen in overalls against it, and women 
in silks with diamonds in their ears clutched 
at their treasures and dropped them in heap- 
ing armfuls from their palatial houses, while 
women in tags rushed frantically from their 
humble dwellings with what poor treasures 
their slender means had afforded. Crowds 
lined the streets. Women wept, children cried 
bitterly, and sweating men with grim ‘faces 
rushed to and fro, doing what they could to 


aid the unfortunates. 


Every serviceable rig in the city was pressed 
into use and goods of every description were 
crowded pell-mell into the vehicles and con- 
veyed to places of safety. The sidewalks in 
what seemed to be secure places 
were lined with furniture, carpets, books, 
and pianos, which hdd to be removed 
to safe places later, and the stone steps of the 
First Congregational Church were stacked 
high with valuables, the owners presumably 
believing that the sacred place would keep away 
loiterers who early began their depredations.

The origin of the fire is unknown. All the 
factories and saw mills were closed and the 
employés turned out and assisted in fighting 
the flames to which for a while the entire east- 
ern portion of the city seemed doomed. Citi- 
zens of all grades worked together in hearty 
brotherhood to save life and property. 

The total loss will not fall .below $500,000, 
and atl insurance man tonight estimates that 
the insurance will come up to $300,000. 

When the court-house was seen to be on fire 
the Sheriff immediately took charge of the 
prisoners, twelve in number, and conveyed 
them to the city hall lockup. There was 
a general stampede, and papers were 
quickly hustled into the large fire- 
proof vaults, All the papers are supposed to 
be safe. Judge Dickerman lost about half of 
his fine library, and others also lost a good 
deal in a personal way. 

The citizens burned out are in no wise ready 
to give up. Building will commence Monday 
and in six months but few traces of the fire 
will be left.

LINESVILLE, PA., ALMOST WIPED OUT. 


A Disastrous Blaze Sweeps Through the 
Town—Fire at Kalamazoo. 

Maabw L, Pa., May 16.—At 11 o’clock this 
morning a call for our fire department and 
steamer was made from Linesville, twenty 
miles west of this city. Inside of thirty min- 
utes a special train bearing a steamer and fire 
company was flying toward the scene, The 


fire „ town, and store after 
store was bei wiped out The blaze 
started in the basement of the McLean 
and Shaneck’s hardware store and 
burned over nearly two acres of buildings 
Dan Fowler, a fireman of this city, sustained 
a fracture of the right ankle by falling from 
the roof of a porch. The losses were: McLean 
& Shaneck, hardware, $20,000; Hughes, dry 
goods, $28,000; Limber & Roman, grocers, 
$4,000; Bowman & Rankin, $6,000; Bowman 
& Geer, clothiers, $3,000; G. T. Rankin, drug 
stock, $4,000, and a number of smaller losses 
that will make an aggregate loss of $72,000, 
with a total insurance of about $33,000. 

Karamazoo, Mich., May 16.—[Special.] — 
Fire this morning in Manufacturers’ square 
caused a loss of $11,000. It started in Smith 
& Pomeroy’s windmill factory, and their loss 
is $5,000. Bush and Paterson, owners of the 
buildings, lose $8,000, the Humphrey nickel- 
plating works $1,000, the Michigan Scale com- 
pany $300, the Kalamazoo Light Guard $500, 
and the State of Michigan on military equip- 
ment $300; all insured except the latter. 


WILL END HIS LIFE ON THE GALLOWS. 


Philip Baker Convicted at New Orleans of 
an Atrocious Murder. 

New Orrzans, La., May 16.—[Special.]— 
Philip Baker, charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Laura Nelson, was tonight found guilty, 
which sends him to the gallows. This was a 
crime ot exceptional barbarity. Nelson, a 
Swede, had been married less than a year to 
a popular and estimable young lady of blame- 
less character. She was about to become a 
mother. He kept a grocery at Carrollton and 
employed Baker as hisclerk. It was proved 
on the trial that while Nelson was counting 
his cash Baker crept up behind him and beat 
him over the head with a bag of birdshot. He 
cried out, and his wife rushed to his assist- 
ance. Baker cut her throatfrom ear to ear 
with two strokes of a razor. He then seized 
the money and fled the country. He was sub- 
sequently captured and brought back. Baker 


was defended by Lionel Adams and employed 


the O’Malley Detective Agency, whose scheme 
wastto impeach the chastity of the murdered 
woman. The crime and plan of the defense 
were equally atrocious, although the dominant 
political ring at Carrollton was indefatigable 
in its effort to clear the accused, So much 
interest was felt in the case that the Vigilance 
committee was represented throughout the 
trial by Messrs. W. S. Parkerson and J. D. 
Houston. Had there been a mistrial the 
scene of the 14th of March would doubtless 
have been repeated upon tho prisoner. 


ROOSEVELT REPLIES TO CLARKSON. 


The Civil Service Commissioner Criticises 
the Kx-Postmaster-Geueral. 

InprawaPo.is, Ind., May 16.—At a banquet 
given in his honor here tonight Theodore 
Roosevelt of the civil service launched out an 
answer to the recent article of J. S. Clark- 
son in the North American Review in a way 
that tended to fully awaken those of the ban- 
queters who might have been inclined to 
drowsiness. He characterized Mr, Clarkson’s 
article as a loose diatribe equal!y compounded 
of rambling declamation and misstatements. 
He vigorously denied the truth of Clarkson’s 
assertion that the Civil Service Commission 
was more opposed to the Republican party 
under Harrison than it was under Cleveland. 
He said it was just as foolish for Mr. Clark- 
son to say that the Democrats had purchased 
the mugwump papers as it was to declare that 
they had purchased Mr. Clarkson to write the 
article, which really played into the Demo- 
crate’ hands. Then he accused Mr. Clarkson 
of running the Postoffice Department as a 
‘“‘snoils machine, treating fourth-class offices 
as simply tne property of Congressmen—good 
or bad—in whose districts they were situated. 
In conclusion Mr. Roosevelt said President 
Harrison and the Civil Service Commission 
under him were doing everything in their 
power to enforce the civil service, laws and ex- 


tend their scope.

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While He Is Dozing in a Chair Three Un- 
known Robbers Spring Upon Him—He 
Fights for His Life and They Put a 
Bullet Through His Brain—His Wife's 
Anguish—His Money Found Safely Hid- 


den—Police Scouring the City. 


Joseph Reidel, the prosperous young 
prietor of a meat market at No. 2623 Hickory 
street, sat in a chairin the shop last night at 9 
o’clock waiting for late customers. His wife 
came down the stairs from their living 
apartments above with their 
little children that they might kiss their 
father good-night. He trotted the baby on 
his knee, skylarked with the others, kissed 
them all around—not forgetting his pretty 
wife—and gave them back to their mother. 
He was only 29, and life was rosy. 

A customer or two came it, but business was 
light, and at 10 o’clock the butcher was dozing 
in his chair more than half asleep. The shop 
is on the southeast corner of Farrell streot, 
just tar enough removed from Archer avenue 
to be quiet, 

The shutter of the window blind on the 
Farrell street side was turned. Three men 
stood close to the window. 
and one was short. All three were thieves— 
murderers if need be. One peeped through 
the shutters and whispered that the butcher 
was asleep in his chair. 

They quietly entered the front door, walk- 
ing softly so as not to awaken Reidel. Then 
they sprang on their victim. One of the 
thieves grasped him by the throat, another 
shoved a revolver in his face, and the third 
tore open his vest in search of his pocketboo 
It was not there, 


Fighting for His Life. 


Awakened to find himself in their murder- 
ous clutches, Reidel threw all his strength 
into a desperate effort to shake them off. The 
chair rolled over and a rough-and-tumble 
struggle began. It may be that the butcher 
recognized one or more of the robbers. 

The conflict was brief. A pistol-shot rang 
out, startling the wife and the babies up- 
stairs and arousing the neighborhood. Reidel 
sank to the floor with a bullet in his brain. 
The shot was fired at such close range that 
the powder burned a dark disc just above the 
right temple. A second more of unavailing 
search for the expected booty and the murder- 
ers fled, 

They were seen skulking eastward down the 
street by Frederick Bender, who lives next 
door and looked out the window when he 
heard the shot. Bender rushed out of the 
house and into the meat-market. 


The Wife’s Anguish. 


At that moment the wife of the murdered 
man came rushing down the stairs, and with 
anguish threw herself upon 
unconscious form of ber 
band. One glance told Bender 
story. Leaving the poor woman alone 
with her dead, he ran across the street to Tom 
Reed’s saloon, got the key to the police-box 
two blocks distant. and summoned the patrol. 
Ten minutes later, when Officers Fitzmaurice 

and Burgan tenderly drew the hysterical woman 
from the body of her husband, he breathed 
his last. They carried the body up-stairs, 
Dr. Eagan pronouncing life to be extinct, and 
two or three of the crowd of excited neighbors 
who had assembled were told to care for Mrs. 
Reidel and the crying babies, who did not 
realize their loss. 


. Searching the City. 


The news of the murder was quickly dis- 
patched to all the police stations in the city, 
the every available officer was soon on the 
streets looking for three suspicious characters 
—two tall and one short, That is the best de- 
scription that could be obtained at that hour. 

When Mrs. Reidel became able to talk co- 
herently she said she had noticed three men 
hanging about the place for several nights and 
was quite sure that she could iden- 
tify them. The neighborhood i 
filled with tough characters, and Archer ave- 
nue within a distance of a quarter of a mile 
either way has been the bloody field of nu- 
merous murders. 

The object of the murderers was undoubted- 
ly to obtain $300 or more which it was thought 
Reidel had with him. 
search $85 was found hidden in a stove in the 
living apartments and the wife remembered 
that this was all her husband had left after 
paying a meat bill yesterday afternoon. 

Reidel never spoke after he was shot and 
there is hardly any clew for the police to 
work upon. Lieut. Arch is hopeful of success 
in the pursuit, however, and counts strongly 
upon Mrs, Reidel’s ability to identify the 
murderers if they should be brought in. 

Reidel was 29 years old, had a good wife 
whom and his children he 
thoroughly devoted, as most Germans 
are, and had within three or four years built 
up a prosperous business. He was of a peace- 
able disposition had no enemies so far as 
known, and many friends.

TO PRESERVE THE FORESTS OF THE WEST 


Instructions to Special Agents from the 
Land Office as to Timber Reservations. 

Wasurneton, D. C., May 16.—A circular letter 
of instructions to special agents relating to tim- 
ber reservations was today promulgated from 
the General Land Office. After quoting Sec. 
24 of the General Land act of March 3, 1891, 
the circular says: 

To carry into effect said provisions it becomes 
important to reserve all public lands bearing for- 
ests or covered with timber or undergrowth on 
which the timber is not absolately required for 
the legitimate use and nécessities of the residents 
of the State or Territory in which the lands are 
situated, or for the promotion of settlement or de- 
velopment of the natural resources of the section 
of the State or Territory in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the particular lands in question. 

In so doing it is of first importance to reserve 
all public lands in mountainous and other regions 
which are covered with timber or undergrowth at 
the head waters of the rivers and along the banks 
of streams, creeks, and ravines, where such tim- 
ber or undergrowth is the means provided by 
nature to absorb and check the mountain tor- 
rents, and to prevent the sudden and rapid melt- 
ing of the winter’s snow and the resultant inunda- 
tion of the valleys below, which destroy the agri- 
cultural and pasturage interests of communities 
and settlements in the lower portions of the

data upon which to base recommendations for 
such forest reservations, the Commissioner 
gives full and explicit instructions,

FALSE EXPOSITION REPORTS IN o- 
ROPE TO BE CONTRADICTED, 


A Commission of Three Will Leave for a 
Tour of the Principal Countries and 
Spread the Truth—The Chief of the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs, to Be Ap- 
pointed Wednesday, Will Be in Chi- 


‘cago—Other Fair News, 

A commission, consisting of not less than 
three men, one of whom it is considered will 
be T. M. Waller of Connecticut, and another, 
Maj. Handy of the Department of Promotion 
and Publicity, will leave for a tour of the 
principal cities of Europe either June 3 or 
June 6 for the purpose of giving authentic in- 
formation regarding the World’s Columbian 
Exposition and thus counteracting the effeet 
of the derogatory reports that have been free- 
ly circulated abroad. 

The other members.of the commission will 
be announced next Wednesday, when Direct- 
or-General Davis will appoint a Chief of the 
Department of Foreign Affairs. It is possible 
that Mr. Waller may be given this position. If 
so, he will be in charge of the party. If not, 
the man who is appointed to that office will 
be the third member of the party and will be 
in charge. 

The Director-General made this announce- 
ment yesterday. He decided on it when he 
read a cablegram from London saymg that 
dispatches were constantly being received 
from this country to the effect that it had 
been decided to abandon the inter- 
national character of the Exposition. 
These false reports were a,» subject of 
much comment around headquarters. Af- 
ter a short conference with members of the 
directory, Col. Davis announced that he 
would send a commission abroad. He had 
this statement sent to the press associations 
and he is now considering just who he will 
send. He first organize the Department 
of Foreign Affairs by appointing a chief, and 
the nomination. will be sent to the Executive 
committee next Wednesday. 

The commission, Col. Davis says, will be 
gone six weeks, and will visit London, Paris, 
Berlin, and other European. capitals, Just 
who the members of the commission will be 
Col. Davis would not say, but Mr. Waller and 
Maj. Handy are conceded to be two of them. 

, Slates Made Up. 

Two slates were yesterday fixed up by the 
knowing ones at headquarters.. One was that 
the party would be composed of the chief of 
the department, unknown, Commissioner 
Waller, and Maj. Handy. The other slate 
made Commissioner Waller Chief of the De- 
partment of Foreign Affairs. and added the 
hame of Secretary Butterworth to that of 
Maj. Handy. Others may also be added. 

But whoever may go, the Department of 
Foreign Affairs is to be speedily organized 
and branch headquarters established in Eu- 
rope. Upon the return of the commission a 
report will be made to Col. Davis, and he will 
then provide for thoroughly working Europe. 

The appointment of a Chief of the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Affairs at all is a departure 
from the plan originally laid down. It was 
then expected that the Director General would 
be ex-officio chief of that department, but the 
reports that have come from abroad have 
made it necessary to appoint a man who can 
devote his entire time to it. 

Another department which the Director- 
General said he would shortly organize is that 
of Liberal Arts. Thomas J. Bicknell of Bos-

TRIAL OF KEYSTONE BANK WRECKERS. 
Damaging Testimony Against President 


Marsh and Assistant Cashier Lawrence. 
PMLADNITAIA. Pa., May 16.—The hearing 


of Gideon W. Marsh, President, and Charles 
W. Lawrence, ex-assistant cashier, of the 
broken Keystone National Bank, charged 
with falsifying the returns of the bank to the 
Controller of the Currency, was resumed 
this morning before United States Commis- 
sioner Bell. : 


The testimony of John Hayes, cashier, the 


next witness, bore out to a great extent the 
allegation that has been made that the bank 
was practically run by asmall.clique. Hayes 
never assisted in making up the bank account 
for submission to the Controller, but signed 
it when it was presented to him by President 
Marsh. Marsh always made up the account 
and as he had implicit faith in his honesty he 
never questioned the statement. He never 
knew until after the run in December last of 
the enormous amount of the Lucas deficit. 
When the bank examiner was expected to 
visit the bank Marsh would borrow from $60,-. 
000 to $70,000 in cash from the Spring Garden 
National Bank and place it among the assets 
of the bank, by which means the bank’s re- 
serve would be raised to the legal amount re- 
quired by law. No entry was ever made of 
these loans on the bank’s books, and when 
the examiner had concluded his examination 
the money would be returned to the Spring 
Garden Bank. No collateral was ever de- 
posited at the Spring Garden Bank for these 
loans. Money was always borrowed from the 
Third National Bank in the same way to meet 
their clearing house indebtedness.

On ar- 
riving in Liverpool he took refuge in a Jewish 
shelter and was taken afterward to the hos- 
pital, where he died.

How the Prince of Wales Gets Inte Debt— 
His Large Expenses. 
; [SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Loxpox, May 16.—The Prince of Wales and 
his debts are good stock subjects for para- 
graphs when news runs short, but Edmund 
Yates is never driven: into such straita for 
materials for hig World, and therefore it was 
all the more surprising that he recently pub- 
lished a statement to the effect that it has now 
become ity to make some arrangement 
for settling the; Prince’s affairs, and that the 
Queen had agreed to pay his debts and make 
him an allowance. Yates would not willfully 
do an ill-natured thing, but this anuounce- 
ment was malicious in its design and charac- 
ter, and thé obvious explanation of its appear- 
ance in the World was that the editor had 
been deceived....So it proved, and Yates man- 
fully apologised. With all his experience he 
cannot help bemg misled occasionally. 

It need not ast 6 y that the 
Prince’s income does not enable him to keep 
even with his expenditures. He has had five 
children to bring up and they have now ar- 
rived et man’s. estate, Their education has 
been all that their position and duties in the 
world call for. A Prince of Wales cannot 
economize in butchers’ bills or keep a minute 
check over the expenditures of a large house- 
hold, Wherever,he goes he is expected) to 
give presents or spend money freely, and 
the people would soon cry out if he 
showed a tendency to be niggardly. 
He must subscribe to many charities, keep 
up two or three houses for his family, spend a 
great deal in traveling, mostly in public busi- 
ness, and conduct all his affairs on a scale 
suitable to the heir apparent. The peodle 
would not like to see him going about in a 
shabby voat or crawling along in a four-wheel 
cab. The Prince’s income was never calcu- 
lated for the responsibilities which have grown 
up round him. It was adapted to the require- 
ments of a short minority, but the Prince is 
passing middle age and has to discharge many 
of the duties of the sovereign, and the income 
has not been increased in proportion to his 
expenses. The income granted for the 
monarch’s expenses is quite adequate, but the 
Prince gets none of it. ‘Everybody hopes the 
Qneen’s life will be long preserved, but the 
heir to the crown: Cannot - reasonably 
be expected to live in gemi-state and enter- 
tain largely on the allowance given to him as 
a young man years ago. Of course Parlia- 
ment has granted allowances to his sons, but 
it has never been asked to do what it has 
done for former Princes of Wales—pay large 
sums at frequent intervals for debts. Such 
an application to Parliament in these days 
would be imprudent, yet no one can say it 
would be unjust. The heir-apparent ought 
not to be made to suffer because the life of 
the reigning sovereign has been prolonged 
beyond expectation, not can the Queen’s in- 
come be docked to supply the Prince’s de- 
ficiency. 

The Prince is not asking anybody to pay 
his debts. It seems rather hard they should 
be obtruded in the noti¢e of the public. He 
becomes more popular every year and the 
tongue of scandal is now almostsilent. Every- 
body is compelled toadmit he faithfully dis- 
charges his duty to his country and En- 
gland eannot produce a father more 
devoted to home and family. There has never 
been a word of truth inthe rumors casting a 
shadow on his domestic life. Such rumors 
are a part of the penaltyof a high position. 
They cease to do him any injury in 
public estimation, but that they cause him 
much personal annoyance is not to be con- 
cealed.

CAPT. LANDGRAF ACQUITTED. 


The Slayer ef Charles Wilbur Declared Not 
Guilty of Murder. 
Mriwavxen, Wis., May 16.—[Special. |— 
Capt. W. H. Landgraf, who shot and killed 
Charles Wilbur, one of his crew, aboard the 
steambarge Nevada last September, was ac- 
quitted by a jury in the Municipal Court this 
afternoon. Shortly before 4 o’clock the case 
was given tothe jury and in eight minutes 
they returned a verdict of not guilty. Capt. 
Landgraf had expected to be acquitted, but 
coming so suddenly after a trial lasting through 
four days it rather surprised him. After he 
had shaken hands with his counsel and each 
of the jurymen the Captain received the con- 
gratulations of a large number of vesselmen, 
some of them from Cleveland and Buffalo, 
who had come here to testify to Land- 
graf’s good character. Last September Capt. 
Landgraf was master and part owner of the 
steambarge Nevada. She had come here from 
Erie with a cargo of coal, and among her 
crew were a number of men who had shi 
at Erie for the round trip. On arrivi re 
these men left the boat, and returning an 
intoxicated condition in the afternoon de- 
manded their wages. When refused them 
they became abusive and threatening. Capt. 


Landgraf repeatedly ordered them ashore, 


which only aggravated them more, and as two 
were about to assault him the Captain drew 
his revolver, as he claimed, mtending to 
frighten them, when it was accidentally dis- 
charged and Wilbur was killed.

New Yorx, May 16.— [Special. Every 
churchman in this country and in Europe 
knows the name of the Rev. Philip Schaff, D. 
D., LL. D. The New Tork Herald will 
print tomorrow a statement from that emi- 
nent theologian, which will prove to be one of 
the most important contributions to the exist- 
ing Controversy in the Presbyterian Church 
concerning Dr. Briggs’’ orthodoxy. The sub- 
ject of Dr, SShatf's article is The Religious 
Tendencies and Theological Controversies of 
the Day,” and in it he reviews the possibilities 
of the forthcoming ecclesiastical trial as no 
other theologian in this country, perhaps, is 
equally as well able to do. 

He defines in the most trenchant language 
the apparent inconsistency of the New York 
Presbytery in practically avowing eighteen 
months ago the same principle for which Dr. 
Briggs, it declares, must now stand trial. He 
declares that the American Presbyterian 
Church has itself materially changed the West- 
minster Confession of a hundred years ago, 
and that this spirit of revision pervades the 
whole Christian world. Finally he asserts 
that as the theory of verbal inspiration of the 
scriptures is not in the Westminster Confes- 
sion of Faith, belief in it cannot be demanded 
of any Presbyterian minister or professor, and 
warns churchmen that any attempt by the 
General] Assembly to enforce an extra-scrip- 
tural and extra-confessional theory upon the 
church will create a split worse than that of 
1837. 

Was Tried for Heresy Himself. 

Dr. Schaff’s international fame as a church 
historian and theologian will compel the great- 
est respect, not alone from the ministers of the 
Presbyterian Church but also from the clergy 
of all Christian churches. As early as 1845 he 
was tried for heresy in this country and ac-

As to the other churches in Europe and in 
this country there has been a general tendenc 
toward greater liberty, which is irresistible. 
return to the polemical, narrow, and exclu- 
sive orthodoxy of the seventeenth century is 
simply impossible. An attempt to tie the 
conscience of intelligent ministers and pro- 
fessors to a cast-iron rule of faith and doc- 
trine of human composition would be a sin 
against the spirit of age, asin against the 
fundamental principle of Protestantism, and a 
sin against that liberty wherewith Christ hath 
made us free. 

According to the fundamental principle of 
all Protestant churches the Bible, as contain- 
ing the word of God, is the supreme rule of 
faith and duty and the final tribunal in all 
theological controversies. But God reveals 
himself also in nature in the teaching of the 
church, in the reason and conscience of man. 
God is the only source of truth and authority 
and he cannot contradict’ himself in his va- 
rious modes of self-manifestation. There 
must be a way of reconciling the * of 
the Bible, the church, and reason, includ- 
ing conscience and religious feeling. This has 
been the labor of centuries, every age 
makes a contribution toward the solution of 

reat problem. The Bible is not un- 
churchly or anti-churchiy nor irrational.

It asserts a 
divine factor a human factor; it makes 
the Bible both the work of men and the work 
of God, but it does not explain the relation- 
ship ot the two factors. 

The spirit of God acts upon the human 
spirit in different ways and in accordance with 
different constitutions and tempers. ‘God, 
who at sundry times and in divers manners 
spake in time past unto the fathers by the 

rophets, hath in these last days spoken unto 
us by his Son. (Heb.i.1.) The action of 
the divine mind upon the human is as myste- 
rious as the action of the human mind upon 
the body. The fact is undeniable, but the 
mode and degree are inexplicable.

President Eliot of Harvard University has 
been addressing tne Reform club of New York 
upon the subject of reform in municipal gov- 
ernment and has made many practical and ex- 
cellent suggestions. Iu his opinion the whole 
question of municipal reform is covered by 
the inquiry: How can a city government be 
organized so as to secure the services of prop- 
erly trained and well paid experts in the vari- 
ous arts and sciences as directors of the dif- 
ferent city departments?“ Recent attempts 
at municipal reform have taken the direction 
of an increase in the responsibilities of the 
Mayor, but in President Eliot’s opinion this 
method will succeed only so far as it secures 
for the city an independent and highly trained 
expert service, nor will it secure such service 
unless the tenure of the Mayoralty itself is 
prolonged and the heads of the departments 
are protected from arbitrary dismissal. But 
if those heads can hold on in spite of the 
Mayor who is responsible for their inefficiency 
or worse? Says Mr. Eliot:

If this could 
be secured, then, assuming that a majority of 
the citizens themselves had sufficient courage, 
virtue, and public spirit to demand attention to 
duty, the enforcemant of law, and the seuppres- 
sion of corruption and abuses, there would be no 
reason why a city should not enjoy immunity 
from the evils vf professional officeholding 
and have the same standards of authority and 
the same measure of success which character- 
ize private and public corporations, which are 
admunistered on business principles. 


ILLINOIS AHEAD OF OHIO. 

Tun Tribune referred yesterday to the 
claim which js bemg made by the disgusted 
Ohioans that the thrusting of that State from 
third place by Illinois was due to a defective 
census in the former State or a padded one in 
the latter. The only ground for that asser- 
tion is that Ohio casts more votes than IIli- 
nois, which was explained by this paper to be 
due to the fact that a much greater propor- 
tion of the residents of this State consists of 
uhnaturalized foreigners. 

The following figures, based on votes and the 
census of 1880, will show that Illinois overtook 
Ohio in 1888, and was necessarily ahead of it 
in 1890. By the census of 1880 Ohio had 826,- 
576 males over 21, or one for every 3.86 per- 
sons in the total population. The number of 
votes cast that year was 724,967. Therefore a 
little over 12 per cent of the males over 21 did 
not vote because unnaturalized, other wise dis- 
qualified, out of the State, sick, or indifferent. 
The total vote cast in 1888 was 841,941. As- 
suming the ratio of absenteeism to be the 
same as in 1880 the total number of males 
over A in the State at the last Presidential 
election was 959,000. 

In 1880 the total number of adult males in 
this State was 796,847, or, as in Ohio, one for 
every 3.86 persons.” Of these only 622,312 
voted. The percentage of absentees on ac- 
count of lack of aaturalization and other 
causes was therefore 22 per cent ‘The total 
vote cast in IIlinois in 1888 was 748,441, As- 
suming the ratio of absentecism from the 
polls to be the same as eight years before the 
total number of adult males in this State 
in 1888 was 960,000 And as the ratio of 
adult males to total population was the same 
in each State in 1680, and there could have 
been little or no variation in eight years, it 
follows that in 1888 Illincis had just caught 
up with Ohio and gone slightly ahead of it. 

The vote of last fall fell off so much in both 
States from that of 1888 that no satisfactory 
éstimates of population can be made from it. 
Yet it is a significant fact that the percentage 
of loss was greater in Ohio than in this State, 
although there was a most intense feeling 
among Republicans in the former State on ac- 
oount of the Democratic gerrymander. This 
indicates that Illinois had gaine so many 
votes in two years as to make good in part the 
heavy Republican absenteeism from the polls. 
That is, this State lost loss than Ohio because 
it had gained so much more. 


UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 

The May number of the Book News is de- 
voted largely to the consideration of the ques- 
tion of University Extension —an issue 
which, it may be affirmed with safety, has 
come to stay.

It is needless to say that Dr. Poole gives his 
hearty indorsement to the University Exten- 
sion scheme and particularly because in this 
country even more than in England, where it 
has been so successful, “its special work is 
greatly needed in the large business and man- 
ufacturing centers. He puts the matter in 
the following practical shape:

ment will intervene and prevent the mischief. 

Complaint has been made to the War De- 
partment that the Canal street bridge inter- 
feres with navigation. A board of officers will 
be appointed to investigate. There is little 
doubt what its finding will be, for since the 
opening of navigation there has been a daily 
stream of complaints from the vessel-men re- 
garding jams and delays at that bridge. It 


has been the worst point on the whole stream. 


Unquestionably the city will be ordered to put 
the channel in as good condition as it was be- 
fore the bridge was built. If it does, it will 
have to pay out a large sum. If it does not, it 
is liable to a heavy daily penalty. 

How much wiser for Mayor Cregier to have 
taken the advice given him from all quarters, 
and thus have saved the city this impending 
trouble! But his obstinacy would not yield 
to reason, and the city will have to foot the 
bill. There will not, however, be any more 
such trouble in the future, No Council or 
Mayor will be allowed to destroy the naviga- 
bility of the stream, The Sanitary Trustees 
are freed also from the fear that part of the 
river may be made into land which they will 
be called on afterwards to condemn at a high 
figure. It is better in many respecte that the 
United States should have the general super- 
vision of the Chicago River and its branches, 


REFORM THE NATURALIZATION ABUSES. 
The Union League club of New York Gity 
has begun to grapple with bad immigration, 
the Committee, on Political Reform hav- 
ing made a further rej ort upon this subject. 
Without attempting to suggest any remedy 
for the evil or to show how undesirable immi- 
gration cah be stopped, the committee judi- 
ciously confines itself to one branch of the 
subject—namely: the abuses of the natural- 
ization laws. Discussing the laws and policy 
of the govefamenj, it finds that while 
some new legislation is needed, there is 
more need that existing laws shall be 
properly enforced, so that the qualifications of 
applicants for citizenship shall be carefully 
scrutinized by the Judges. After setting forth 
the shameless, reckless, and criminal disre- 
gard of duty which has characterized partisan 
Judges in this country. it supports its state- 
ments by mentioning that in one year there 
were naturalized in New York City alone 68,- 
000 persons, neatly the whole business being 
done during October aud November, wit- 
nesses and applicants swearing in groups, and 
thé Judges signing the papers without any 
knowledge of the character and fitness of the 
applicants is whether they had been five years, 
five months, or five weeksin this country. 
Furthermore, the committee calls attention to 
the fact that— 
in seventeen States and Territories the right of 
suffrage is conferred on aliens who have de- 
clared their intention of becoming citizens, so 
that the State in these casés loses control of the 
— of the ‘fitness of foreign-born electors. 
he remedy for this difficulty, it says, is not with 
the Federal Government; good faith between 
States requires that only citizens should have the 
right of suffrage. This question it calis to the 
attention of the individual States that have con- 
ferred this extracrdinary power on aliens. 

As the practical outcome of its investigation 
the committee recommends the circulation 
among all parties ‘throughout the United 
States of a petition to Congress for a revision 
of the naturalzation laws, asking it to enact 
laws: 

rst Which shall restrict the power to the 
Federal courts of conferring citizenship of the 
United States. 

Second—W hich shall require a longer reside nce 
in the United States, by all persons desiring to be- 
come citizens, than is now prescribed by law, and 
alse provide that all applications be made in the 
handwriting of the applicant, who must be able 
to read and write. 

Third—Which shall authorize any citizen to ap- 
pear in open court in order, in good faith, to con- 
test the right of any applicant to a certificate of 
naturalization, or to set aside any such certificate 
improperly granted. | | 

Fourth Which sball authorize any court hav- 
ing jurisdiction to declare null and void any cer- 
tificate or order of naturalization made in fraud 
or in violadon of existing laws. 

The recommendations above set forth are 
in the main judicious, and, if earried out, 
would go far toward removing one of the

BANK PRESIDENTS AS WRECKERS. 

There is much anxiety and dissatisfaction 
among the depositors m the two wrecked 
banks at Philadelphia. It is proposed to call 
a meeting for the purpose of organizing to 
protect their interests, but it is not certain 
that united action can be secured. In that 
city, as in the case of the Kean “bank” in 
Chicago, there are two classes of depositors, 
whose interests will be antagonistic unless the 
assets be found sufficient to pay all claims in 
full. Those who deposited their maney at the 
Spring Garden Bank on the morning of the 
suspension claim that it should be returned to 
them, and it has been said this will be done, 
but they have not received any official assur- 
ance in regard to it. 

The most painful feature in the recent bank 
suspensions is the fact that the President of 
the institution has been the principal offender. 
The individual looked to as the watch-dog of 
the fold turns out to be a wolf who destroys 
what he is supposed to protect. It is as if the 
head of a police foree should turn burglar, 
stealing the property he was paid fo guard. 
Yet this appears to be the role taken by the 
Presidents of the Keystone Bank in Philadel- 
phia and of the Ninth National in New York. 
The funds of depositors and the capital of 
stockholders were used for personal purposes: 
by the one man who had the power to induce 
if not compel some minor officials to aid in 
keeping the defalcation covered till the last 
possible moment, and to fend off 
scrutiny by directors who are only too well 
pleased to enjoy the sweets of office with the 
labor of the position taken off their hands by 
an obliging President, That officer has so 
much power to manipulate persons and pa- 
pers that itis exceedingly difficult if not im- 
possible to guard against the beginning of 
evil-doing by him if he is scoundrel enough to 
undertake it and possessed of a little more 
than ordinary astuteness. The. cashier dares 
not protest until he has indubitable proof of 
crookedness, and the average director is easily 
satisfied with statements that conceal the 
double dealing in secutities, which is the 
usual way of carrying on the fraud. The ex- 
posure generally comes froin one of these par- 
ties, but it is then too late to remedy the mis- 
chief without public exposure, if at all. 

The ounce of prevention which renders un- 
necessary the pound of cure must be fur- 
nished by the Boards of Directors. The bank 
examiner may be faithful and painstaking, 
but he is not able to cope with manipulated 
figures or to follow the misplacement of se- 
curities till after the steal has been perpe- 
trated, and not always till it. has become so 
large as to wreck the institution. If an un- 
conscientious Presidente once understood that 
his directors were determined to be some- 
thing more than mere figure-heads and re- 
garded it as an unshirkable duty to keep the 
same eagle eye on affairs within the bank 
which they usually bend on the busi- 
ness world outside it he would be 
apt. to hesitate before attempting to evade 
their scrutiny. The defaulting President 
generally does this in a small way at first, as 
a means of tiding over what is thought to bea 
temporary difficulty, and the ease with which 
it is done tempts to a repetition with more 
reckless dealing outside till the deficiency be- 
comes too great to be concealed. It is possi- 
ble that the recent revelations will stimulate a 
wholesome improvement in this respect, and 
also lead Other business-men to closely scruti- . 


ing the place they will make custodian of their 
funds. Nothing better than this prudence on 
the part of the public would tend to awaken 
directors to à sense of the duty they owe to 
depositors as well as to themselves. 


HOW TO GET RID OF DOWER CLAIMS. 

In 1856 Mr. A. M. Herrington of Geneva 
sold to the Illinois Central five acres of land 
on the lake shore, between Fourteenth and 
Sixteenth streets. He died nearly eight years 
ago, and his widow now claims dower in the 
property, alleging that she never joined in the 
deed. In her bill filed day before yesterday 
she says that this land is worth a million dol- 
lars an acre (t), thatthe use of it has been worth 
to the railroad $500,000 annually for the last 
seven years (?), and that of that $3,500,000 she 
is entitled to about $390,000! 

The justice of this claim will be passed on 
by the courts, but, whether well-founded or 
not, it cam be said with truth that there is 
nothing which has caused more vexation to 
Chicago real-estate owners than these same 
dower claims, The Kinzle case, and many 
other successful and unsuccessful ones, might 
be mentioned. In one instance a Pottawat- 
omie squaw who was the wife of a French 
half-breed who owned land west of Western 
avenue, and who had failed, as a matter of 
course, to join in the deed made by him, was 
hunted up on the Kansas Indian reservation 
to which she had gone after her husband’s 
death and Was used asa means of extorting 
tribute from a great number of innocent lot- 
owners twenty or thirty years after the half. 
breed sold his land. In a much later case a 
well-known citizen who owned much property 
took to himself a wife, but left the world in 
ignorance of it. When he died she claimed 
her dower in the valuable real estate he had 
sold since their marriage. 

It would be a great relief to real-estate own- 
ers if they could be free from these unexpect- 
ed claims. Ia this case there is but one de- 
fendant, but often there are a large number. 
It is difficult to propose a remedy. The law 
will not be altered so as to deprive wives of 
their dower rights. Nobody would be in favor 
of that. But on the other hand no injustice 
might be done by fixing a period of time 
within which suits for dower should be 
brought. If a widow does not know during 
her husband’s lifetime what property he sold 
without her joining in the deed she ought to 
be able to find it out during the process of 
settling hig estate, and that should not take a 
long time. There should be no suits brought 
years and years after a husband has been put 
away in his grave. It may be deemed best to 
provide: that no suits shall be brought where 
the land has been sold many years before the 
husband's death.

An effort has been made to stay the outflow of 
the Freach from the Province of Quebec into 
New England by giving them gifts of land, 
but ithas been ineffectual. The offer of a 
bounty in money might call some Canadians 
back, but as soon as they had pocketed the 
cash they would recross the frontier into the 
more prosperous “‘ States. : 

There is but one way to check Canadian 
emigration, and that is to establish perfect 
reciprocity between the two countries. If that 
were done a stimulus would be given to every 
legitimate Canadian industry and it would be- 
come as possible to earn a good living in that 
country as in this, which has ceased to be the 
case. Men migrate from a land of high taxes 
and small incomes to one of lower taxes and 
higher wages. So long as Canada 1s the 
former and the States the latter the tide of 
migration cannot be staid.

Directors to Hold a Meeting for This Pur- 
pose Tuesday Night—China Accepts the 
Invitation te the Fair and Applies for 
Space—Indiana Ready for Bids on Its 
State Building—Colorado’s State Com- 
mission Organized ahd Ready for Work. 

The question of a minimum scale of wages 
to be paid Jaborers employed on World's Fair

Mementes of Nelson’s Greatest Battle and 
of Sir Franklin’s Expeditions in Search of 
the North Pole—Some of the Celebrated 
Naval Paintings Lent for the Occasion— 
Many Models of Torpedoes and War- 
ships— Antique and Modern Methods 


Compared. 

New York Times, May 15: London has 
been famous for its many exhibitions dur- 
ing the last ten years. Last year a mili- 
tary exhibition was heldin the grounds of 
the Royal Chelsea Hospital, so ous as the 
home of England’s mvalid ‘aged war- 
riors, and it resulted in a profit of £30,000, 
which was turned over to a deserving charity. 
The buildings were luckily left standing after. 
the close of the exhibition, and the happy 
thought of holding a naval exhibition soon 
took practical shape, and it was promptly de- 
cided to hold one, to be opened in May of the 
present year. The necessary plans were 
quickly formed and the details were placed in 
competent hands. ‘The result ig one of the 
most complete and wonderful naval exhibi- 


tions the world has ever seen. 

Albert D. Shaw, formerly United States 
Consul at Manchester, who arrived here from 
Europe Monday, gave to a Times reporter de- 
tailed information concerning the exhibition 
as follows: oy 

The grounds occupied by the exhibition 
cover fifteen acres, and the arrangement of 
the various buildings. and exhibits is simply 
perfect. The main entrance is on the Chelsea 
embankment, and one is ushered at once into 
a triangular space, from which standpoint a 
brilliant view can be obtained. Facing the 
entrance on the angle formed by the junction 
of the Franklin and Seppings galleries is an 
imposing trophy formed out of the pistols, 
guns, swords, spear, lances, and weapons of 
past ages, and furdishing 4 striking contrast 
to modern naval equipments. Turning to the 
left, following the numbers in the catalogue, 
the Franklin gallery presente its sad memo- 
rials of the many Arctic expeditions, and 
among the exhibits are shown for the first 
time precious relics of the brave men who lost 
their lives in the vain attempt to penetrate the 
icy barriers of the eternal solitudes around the 
north pole. There a large model of an en- 
campment on the ice in the Arctic region is 
shown, with life-sized figures dressed in furs, 
sledges furnished with portions of the iden- 
tical supplies carried by the discoverers, and 
surrounded by relics recovered from the 
Esquimaux by later expeditions, the whole 
presenting a vivid and very impressive picture 
of life in the Arctic regions. 

To the Franklin — no description — do 
justice. A piece of iron, rusty , a broken 
oar, ruined watches, a — yatneh- hook 
a fragment of a Bible, with frequently marked 

ASSALES ; articles of silver tableware beari 

Franklin s crest, broken pieces of one of the 
boats of the missing expedition, fragments of 
nautical instruments, bits of clothing, a medi- 
cine chest, record cases secured from cairns 
raised by the explorers, pemmican cans, 
broken spectacles, a pair of leather goggles, 
with crape covering instead of glasses; a 
medallion with Sir John Franklin’s name 
upon it, several pocket compasses, and numer- 
ous other small articles which go to make up 
a mute record of heroic sufferings and com- 
plete disaster as touching as it is surpassingly 
interesting. 

In the Nelson. Blake, and Benbow Art Gal- 
leries the exhibits have been arranged in 
twelve chronological periods, coming down 
from the beginning of the sixteenth century to 
1891. Covering, as these periods do, the great 
history of British arms on sea and and 
illustrated as they are by a wealth of art un- 
precedented, perhaps, in extent and richness, 
the appreciative visitor to these mute but glo- 
rious galleries will live for a time amid other 
scenes and revel in the companionship of 
great historic names that the world will never 
let die. The nation has lent its rarest treas- 
ures to be shown here, and the great ancestral 
heirlooms, 80 varied and so splendid, have 
swelled the collection to an astonishing ex- 
tent. There is scarcely a single great paint- 
ing in the United Kingdom illustrating the 
history of the royal navy and royal marines 
that is not here displayed. Some idea may 
be given of what is to be seen in these gal- 
leries froin the following synopsis, taken from 
the catalogue, covering simply the paintings, 
engravings, water colors, and miniatures: 
There are 554 oil paintings, 244 engravings of 
portraits, 446 engravings, 361 water colors, 
and 107 miniatures. Andeach of theseis the 
work of the best artists of their time. 

The spirit and almost the presence of Nel- 
son pervades this splendid collection of the 
greatest naval battle scenes of any age or 
country. Here Turner’s. Battle Off Cape 
Trafalgar sheds its wonderful light upon an 
event without a parallel in naval warfare. By 
its side hangs the equally famous picture by 
West of the Death of Nelson,“ and in close 
company there is “The Death of Nelson by 
Maclise. This is the original of the wall 

ainting in the Royal Gallery, Westminster 

alace. Here, alse, is the Battle of Trafal- 
gar“ by George Chambers, which, if not as 
well known from engravings, is certainly a 
great picture, rich in historic details and 

ain with spirit and power. The 

Victory is the central figure of many a 

reat painting here exhibited, and that by 

utterworth showing the great Admiral’s flag- 
ship going into. action is worthy of the stir- 
ring scene. “The Victory, After the Action 
at Trafalgar,“ by the same artist, is full of 
evidences of the great ability of the painter. 
Barker's well-known pamtmg of. Nelson Re- 
ceiving the Swords of Spanish Officers on 
Board the San Josef has a fine place in the 
line of the large number of paintings in which 
the name and deeds of Nelson are commem- 
orated. 

The autographs and official papers, covering 
a wide sweep of English history, are of un- 
usual interest. Among the manuscripts are 
the instructions for the disposition of the 
forces in various parts of the kingdom for the 
repulse of the Spanish Armada. This pre- 
cious document only came to light a couple of 
years ago through the examination of papers 
once belonging to Samuel Pepys, the diarist. 
To those who take an interest in the auto- 
graphs of historic characters, or in relics be- 
longing to them, this exhibition surpasses any 
former collection in a very wide circle of par- 
ticulars. There are no less than 401 articles 
under this head, 

The snuffboxes on view are rich and varied 
in the extreme, When itis bornein mind 
thatthe eighty-nine specimens here shown 
are allof historic importance in connection 
with great naval. heroes, and that not a few 
contain pieces of famous battle ships, their 

recious character may be fully appreciated. 

ere is Lord Nelson’s snuffbox, presented to 
him by the Austrian Government; twenty-five 
snuffboxes made from the timbers and 
fittings of old men-of-war, mostly from 
ships eng in the battles of St. 
Vincent and Trafalgar; one brought up from 
the wreck of the Royal George, supposed to 
have belonged to Rear-Admiral Kempenfelt ;

subject to fluctuations, when an investor might 
look for stability; is that the properties upon 
which they are based are still largely undevel- 
oped, and the market price of the securities in 
consequence is not based upon the present in- 
eome-paying ability but upon future prospects. 
If the properties were not fully developed, and 
the present income was to be looked upon as 
what might be expected to be steadily returned, 
it would not take an investor long to figure out 
that the prices are a great deal too high. Earn- 
ings are supposed to be increasing at the rate of 
some 20 or 30 per cent over the corresponding pe- 
riod of last year. There is nothing in sight at 
present to limit this increase, and it may be ex- 
pected to go on for some years, This is particu- 
larly trus of the West Side, where the cable sys- 
tem is yet to be extended over a large section. 

In spite of the fact that these stocks find favor 
with the speculating public and a portion of each 
issue is carried in the hands of brokers on a mar-
